The Parliament of Ireland, which met on the 17th 
of laft Month, adjourned to the 24th. 

The Rev. Dr. Jackfon, Prebendary of St. Michan’s 
in that Kingdom, who had his Leg cut off, died lait 
Friday Se’nnight, univerfa!ly lamented, as he lived re- 
markably diilinguifhed for his Piety, Charity, Benevo- 
lence, and the whole Circle of Chriftian Virtues, as 
well as for his great Learning. He was buried Yefter- 
day Se’nnightat St. John’s Church in Dublin. 

The Duke of Doriet has appointed Richard Fitzge- 
rald, Efq; a Lieutenant in General Biffet’s Regiment of 
Foot on the Irith Eftablifhment. 

On Saturday Se’nnight 6 Companies of Colonel 
Lanoe’s Regiment arrived at Dublin from Engiand ; as 
did next Day 300 Soldiers of Brigadier Pocock’s Regi- 
ment of Foot from Liverpool. ‘hey were quartered 
on the Publick-houles in the Suburbs, for want of 
Room in the Barracks, the Weather being fo exceflive 
had, that the Regiments cannot march into Country 
Quarters. 

There have been great Shipwrecks lately on the 
Coaits of Ireland, and many drowned Perfons cait on 
’ Shore. 

The Week before laft Enfign Hern of the Earl of
